grity of their hearts, and the Loyalty of their intentions : And with 

Imprecations alſo not to be mention'd without trembling. Judge what 
| Credit now is to be given to the fair Profeſſions of this ſort of People. 

In the Twelfth Section you would take theſe Godly Miniſters (as 
they ſtyle themſclues to be Members rather of a Corporation of Common 
Executioners, than of an Aſſembly of Divines, by their Outragious 
and Inſatiable Thriſt of Bloud and yet theſe Prattices are recommended, 
to the multitude as the Inſpirations and Duties of the Goſpel. 

And it is not Common Bloud w:1l ſerwe their turns neither ;, nor a- 


ny thing leſs than the Sacred Life of their Sovereign, to appeaſe their: 


Holy Wrath (SeCtion 13.) and to Attone for the ſins of the Nation. 
And in the Laſt Section, (as if it were to put themſelves beyond the 
Poſſibilivy of Repentance, and to Preclude the ordinary courſe even of 
God's Boundleſs Mercies they paſs an Approbation upon the whole Tratt 
of their proceedings, and aſcribe to Almighty Goa, one of the moſt ex- 
ecrable Afts of Cruelty and Injuſft ice that ever was committed upon the 
face of the Earth, ſince the Crucifixion of his Bleſſed and only Son, 
my Now as to the Contrivers ,, the Principal Attors and Aſſerters of this 
Unexampled Wickedneſs, what clearer Evidence can ye deſire than what 
zs here deliver'd unto you. in their own Words and Writings ? 
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
